Gains Close Victory in a Battle 


Royal That Was a Fight From 


Start to Finish. 


New Yorft, 
Sept. 28.—Columbus 


wins the first of the series of inter- 
national yacht races for the Ameri- 
ca's cup. 


The cup defender won in a battle 


royal, in which Shamrock H. had the 
best of the first and the best of the 
end of it. The challenger led from 
the start until the turn had been 
made, then part way back, when Co- 
lumbia overhauled and passed her, 
and the little lead she had gained 
to the finish, the Shamrock trying 
every means to cut it down, but the increasfng. 
Columbia crossing thirty-seven sec- 
onds aheaxLand with her time allow- 
ance to add to it. 


The boats crossed the finish as fol- 


lows: 


Columbia—3:31:07. 
Shamrock—3:31:4?1. 
COLUMBIA SIDES HIGHER. 
As the contesting-yachts tacked 


back and forth about the line with 
main sails, club top sails, stay sails 
and jibs set, it was noticeable how 
much higher Columbia's bow comes 
out of the water as she moves under 
sail than does the Shamrock. 


She did net dip in the bigger seas 


nearly as much as did the chal- 
lenger. Both boats after running to 
the north tack and ran south; Co- 
lumbia beating her rival in getting 
about. 


SENT AWAY ON TIME. 


The yachts were sent away within 


a minute of the appointed time. The 
Shamrock took the honors of today's 
start, "the official time of crossing be- 
ing: Shamrock II., 11:00:14; Col- 
umbia, 11:00:16. 


The Shamrock occupied the weather 


berth. 
The jockeying at the start 


was in no way as spectacular as that 
displayed in the maneuvering prior 
to the start of Thursday's contest, 
and whatever of honors there were 
went to the captain of the Shamrock. 
Promptly at 10:45 the preparatory 
gun was fired. The Shamrock at once 
broke out her No. 1 jib topsail. The 
Columbia sent the same canvass up 
in stops and a moment later broke it 
out. It was not long before they 
came together to the leeward of the 
line. 
Both were on the starboard 


tack. 
, . 


There was little real maneuvering, 


however, until 
10:55, when the 


warning gun boomed. Both boats 
bore down from the weather side of 
the line on the port tack, with the 
American boat to windward. The 
Shamrock undertook to head in, but 
the Columbia came a little higher into 
the wind and still held her rival un- 
der her lee* The Columbia went on 
the starboard tack and the Britisher 
followed speedily. They passed out- 
side the committee boat. The Sham- 
xock came about for the line first. 
She was a trifle quicker in stays, ap- 
parently, and got away more rapidly 
than the Columbia. 


GAVE SHAMROCK A CHANCE. 
This gave the Shamrock a chance 


to take the windward berth from the 
Columbia and the foreigner went to 
leeward of the Columbia on the way 
back to the line. The 'American skip- 
per thought to overcome the disad- 
vantage under which he had been 
placed and went to windward of-the 
mark boat. It was too late, however^ 
and as the yachts again came to- 
gether behind the line the Shamrock 
caught him in an awkward position 
The Yankee evidently saw his fix 
and made the best of it, bearing for 
the line as the starting gun was fired 
to leeward of the Shamrock and a 
little to the rear. Both crossed the 
line with booms to port on the star 
board tack. In addition to her posi 
tion to windward the Shamrock wa: 
just two seconds to the good in th 
matter of time. 


In less than two minutes afte 


crossing they went about on the port 
tack, the Shamrock making the in 
itial movement. Within a quarter o 
an hour tho Columbia swung on th 
starboard tack, but the Shamrock 
held on until she was well to th 
weather of her rival before tackin 
after her. > . 


Both of the boats were now swing 


ing along on the starboard head 
ing Almost due northeast At 11:1 
the Columbia was distinctly ahead 
Both boats were responding to th 
increasing wind, but the Columbia 


to be,increasing her lead.In 


a moment the Columbia went on the 
starboard tack, followed a. moment 
later by the Shamrock. The Colum- 
bia was evidently unable to cross 
the Shamrock's bow and was forced 
to come around. The Columbia was 
trying to backwind the Shamrock 
again, but the manouver was no: 
effective. The Shamrock had a fine 
position on the weather of the Amer- 
ican boat and all of the efforts of the 
Columbia to fere-reach her were un- 
availing.

THE SHAMROCK AHEAD. 


By half-past 11 all conceded that 


the Shamrock was ahead. 
They 


were both on the starboard tack sail- 
ing northeast and 
the 
Shamrock 


seemed to be gaining. 


It was a- battle royal. Both yachts 


had sailed four miles from the light- 
ship, and it was nip and tuck be- 
twe^u them. 


The Shamrock was certainly nearer 


the turning boat than was the Co- 
lumbia. 


CLOSE WORK. 


The yachts had now sailed an hour 


and it had been close work for every 
yard of the course. The Columbia 
was close under the Shamrocks* lee 
and appeared to be reaching faster 
than the challenger, but the Sham- 
rock was still ahead. The Columbia 
acked to port in an attempt to cross 
he bow of the Shamrock, but was 
nable to reach her, and thirty sec- 
nds later came about again on the 
tarboafd' tacit. 
Precisely at 
noon the Shamrock 


went about on the port tack, fol- 
owed by the Columbia. Admittedly 
he Columbia had gained consider- 
,bly in the last ten minutes of sail- 
ng. 
They were both close-hauled 


and each seemed to be holding her 
wn, the advantage, if any, being 
with the Shamrock. 


The wind held through at about 
en knots. There seemed little ad- 
•antage on either side. Both yachts 
were sailing magnificently, the Col- 
umbia having 
worked a little -to 


windward, but astern of the British 
boat. 
Captain Sycamore seemed to 


be working the Shamrock slowly 
'rom under the Columbia's lee, 


HELD TO PORT TACK. 


The boats 'hejd to port tack stari- 
ng- off shore and at 12:25 they wore 
pretty near on even terms. The Co- 
umbio. was still to windward, but 
probably 150 yards astern of the 
British boat 


The outer mark was then not more 
ian six miles away and the battle 


had reached an exciting stage. Both 
captains were giving a wonderful 
exhibition of seamanship and under 
the conditions prevailing it looked 
is if the slightest error in judgment 
or seamanship would be costly. 


Ten minutes later the outer mark 


was in sight and Barr and Sycamore 
was each doing his best. The wind 
was twelvo knots. At a quarter of 
one both boats were on the star- 
board tack, having gone about at 
12:32.

Washington, Sept, 28.—The Schley 
ourt of inquiry today pursued its 
work along1 the lines of the past two 
r three days. 
Commander 3ffcCalla, who com- 


manded the cruiser Ktarblehead dur- 
ng the Cuban campaign^ was again 
n the stand, and deposed as to the 
eceipt by Admiral Schley of informa- 
lon that the Spanish fleet was not in 
ienfuegos while the commander of 
he flying squadron was yet in that 
ieinity. 
Today's session of the court began 
s usual at 11 o'clock, with the recall 
f yesterday's witnesses for the pur- 
ose of correcting mistakes in their 
£Stimony and allowing other ques- 
ions to be asked them when neces- 
ary to make clear any point which 
tad not hitherto been 
sufficiently 


lucidated by them. Captain HcCalla, 
ho had commanded the Marblehead 
uring the Spanish war, then con- 
inued his testimony, which had be- 
gun yesterday. 


PUBLIC INTEREST GROWS. 


The attendance of spectators at the 
pening of. the session was in excess 
f the average and an exceptionally 
arge number of people had arrived 
Before the usual time ^vith a view of 
ecuring the best available seats, evi- 
ently under the impression that the 
>roceedings are of growing interest, 
ndeed, the public interest is mani- 
estly increasing in the proceedings

Captain McCalla replied: "None

Morro." 


"Did the battleships 'go within 


range of the Colon?" 


"Not from my observation," 
"Were you so situated as to observe 


the fall of shots from the fleet?" 


"I was," 
:i Where did they fall?" 
"I think I saw every shot fired 


They all fell short that I saw. On< 
very nearly reached the Colon." 


The witness said that the Ameri 


can ships engaged in the Colon 
bombardment steamed in a distanc 
of about two miles. 


Captain McCalla testified at som 


length concerning the weather ar^d 
the sea on May 26th and 27th. H 
said there was no difficulty in coal 
ing on the 27th as the sea wa 
smooth.

ing with the' insurgent Cubans, he 
said that he did not in any way com- 
municate with the commander-in- 
chief. 


Mr. Raynor then asked: "Accord- 


ing to the regular custom and regula- 
tions observed in cases of that sort, 
was it not your purpose that this 
communication should go to the 
commander-in-chief through his chief 
of staff?" 


"Certainly," was the reply. 
WAS COMMON KNOWLEDGE. 
The witness said further that he 


thought it had been common knowl- 
edge at Key West after his arrival 
there on May 19 that the Cuban in- 
surgents were on the coast near 
Cienfuegos, but that no information 
was given concerning the secret code.

at Santiago. 


Commander Sutherland was the 


next witness. He told of his return 
to Cienfuegos May 24, in the Eagle, 
having been sent at full speed ahead 
of the Marblehead by Captain 
Calla to notify the commander that 
the Spanish fleet was not at Cien- 
fuegos.

THE OFFICERS. 


"The officers' shall consis't of an 


honorary president and vice presi- 
dent, to be chosen- from the oldest in- 
habitants of the county in point of 
residence, and when any vacancy t>c- 
curs it shall be filled by the next in 
line of succession. 


"The active officers shall consist of 


a president, a vice president in the 
city and in each township in the 
county; a secretary and a treasurer, 
to be elected annually by the mem- 
bers of the association."

BEVIEW. 


The evident intention of those who 


selected this golden text for a re- 
view of the twelve lessons cf th? last 
quarter was that tho mercy of G?d 
to man mig'ht be made as plain and 
impressive as 
possible. 
For we 


should not forget that such has been 
the effect of evil in our world that 
it is not the natural thing for human 
beings to think of God as merciful. 


Just the opposite state of mind hr.s 


characterized mankind. The worship 
of evil spirits has ne^er needed mic- 
sionnries to start and establish it 
To that all tribes and peoples of 
the pagan kinds have turned as by 
instinct. Africans, Asiatics or na- 
tive aboriginal Americans have had 
an inborn dread of demons. 
Their 


only religious acts have been to ap- 
peaso the hostile spirits of evil. 


As for a God who loves them, tie- 


sires their entire well-being and hn? 
done and is doing everything possi- 
ble for their highest good, it never 
was thus seen, felt or believed by 
inyone acquainted with 
the holy 


scriptures and the Christian's Gccl, 
>od in Christ. 
And 
in the mrst 


Christian country, community and 
Church it is one of the mos't difficult 
if all undertakings to gt t people 
'uartily to believe that God is lov- 
ingly disposed toward every 'humar. 
being. 


TENDENCY OF TEACHERS. 


Prompted by that original animus 


which I just mentioned, rh*> creeds 
md conduct of 
really 
Christian 


teachers have rather emphasized 
>od's antipathy toward evil than Hlr- 
\ffectionate interest in every one of 
Sis creatures. 


Let no one be too critical in this 


-natter, for, in fact, there 'are few 


are not inclined to do tfhe sritnc 


thing. It is a trite but telling remi- 
liscence of a great editor of a grsat 
newspaper, who was a known ITni- 
versalist in theological belief, that 
'n old slavery days and especially 
iuring political campaigns he would 


out and say: 


"\Vc do not believe there is a hell, 


but if one is needed for anything 
it is for slave owners and northern 
sympathizers,'* 


The very truth is that our Lord 


loved the slaveholder as certainly 
is He did the abolitionist. And it 
vas simply the evil doings in each 
that God did not love. 


There is no full gospel preached 


vhich does not sound out every note 
>f tho church song: 


God loved the world of sinners lost, 
And ruined by the fall. 
\Vitra this as the caption of our 


conception of the deviue mind tc- 
,vard man let us see how the mercy 
5f tho Lord was manifested in the 
^vents v/hich our last twelve lessons 
record. 


First lesson — "God, the Creator of 


All Things." shows the divine mercy 
in that God mads so much more and 
^•ave man so much mora than he ever 
:ould need. 
Who can 
scan 
the 


works of creation, from its majesties 
to i^s minutiae, and say: 
uNo friend 


af man ever made these things?" 
Rather will every reasonable being 
admire and praise the wisdom and 
good wiil of the Creator who so del- 
icately adapted an infinite variety 
of created things to work together 
for human good. 


OBJECTS OF THE WORLD. 


Astronomers and physicists tell of 


dreadful things that must have hap 
pencd if the direction cf the axis 
of the earth had besn other than it 
is by a few degrees. 
So does the 


chemist if the constituents of 
phcric light and air had been only 
a slight degree of different ingredi- 
ent elements. This world was made 
in mercy to man's need of things to 
nourish; things to instruct; things 
to entertain, a-'id things to inspire 
the noblest impulses. 


And the mercy of God in so pro 


viding at the first is more manifest 
in the truth of our second lesson, 
''Beginning of 
Sin and Redemp- 


tion/1 


One of the dictionary definitions 


mercy is "to treat nn offender better 
than lie dcssrves," And with the ac- 
count ot the beginning of sin and 
redemption this is clearly revealed. 
God dealt with the disobedient man 
much better, infinitely better than 
he deserved. There wr.s a beautiful 
world over which man was made 
ruler. Everything to please the eye 
and satisfy the appetite and gratify 
reasonable desire 
was 
offered in 


abounding fullness for man's enjoy- 
ment. But, as the account would 
indicate, fit tho very first coming 
of a hostile spirit of evil Eve and 
Aciam began to parley with him, irmd 
soon yielded to the entic?*n<mt? tak- 
ing and eating of the forbidden tree. 
•Man deserved nothing but the pen- 
alty of death, which the Creator had 


assured them 
would result. 
And 


so it did result, iu a spiritual sense. 


But instead of allowing the catas- 


trophe a full force that would have 
finished the race in swift and unre- 
lieved ruin, divine mercy began the 
work of restoration. God came to the 
sinning pair (Genesis 
Hi., 9) and 


brought their sin to judgment. Then 
He doomed (Genesis iii., 15) tlio de- 
ceiver who had led them astray, and 
promised deliverance. 
True there is 


not more than a hint of how human 
redemption would be effected. What 
s said of the "bruised head'7 and the 
'bruised heel" offer but the faintest 
suggestion of tho "great salvation" 
which was completed by Christ on 
the cr^ss. Meanwhile there is a clear 
:ono cf kindness and saving mercy 
in all that an offencbd God says to 
His sinning children in the garden 
of Eden. This quality 
of mercy, 


which "is not strained/' as the poet 
says, begins to drop more visibly in 
our third lesson, "Noah Saved in the 
Ark/' 


The wickedness of man, if we ac- 


cept the chronology of scrip ture, lias 
been about 2,000 years going from 
bad to worse. It is quite probable 
that the prevailing 
conditions had 


become on earth as bad as we believe 
they are now in hades. 
The condi- 


tion was such that at last the Lord 
saw that 
nothing less than a new 


start would serve. 
Mysteiy it is to 


the shout-sighted, which we all are 
when observing the deep things of 
God— a. mystery that such a catas- 
trophe should have been the resort 
of the holy and just ruler of the uni- 
verse* 


DELUGE DID OCCUH. 


But fsr us the important matttr is 


that the deluge did occur. Xot only 
the Bible declares it and describes it, 
but also the traditions of all the most 
ancient nations make mention of such 
a calamity by water. And the mere 
fact that some 
who affect natural 


science more than thoy are ready to 
yield any authority to holy scriptures 
is of small account. 
It is no new 


or exceptional thing to have such dis- 
claim against the varacity of the di- 
vine word, as we believe the Bible is. 
It has been no long time ago that 
gentlemen of this skeptical disposi- 
tion proclaimed the impossibility of 
the scripture 
being as old as the 


Bible, because writing was then an 
unknown art. But later and better 
learning knocked their contradiction 
into pi and showed that the scrip- 
tures might have been written much 
earlier than is claimed and still have 
appeared in as good written form as 
this in which we have them. 


But leaving this and going back to 


the theme of the third lesson, does 
not God's mercy shine out in the care 
he took of the one family (of Noah) 
which was of all 
the most true to 


him. Noah was not a sinless saint, 
but he was somewhat saintly and less 
a sinner tlian the rest of the people 
of his time. He preached righteous- 
ness into the ears of the most un- 
williug audience ever assembled. He 
perservered.notwithstandirighe never 
secured a single convert that the rec- 
ords mention. 
And this nian, the 


best of his age and kind, God graci- 
ously provided for and mercifully 
saved. 
This 
comforting thought 


comes to us, that his saving love is 
not limited to thoss who are perfect, 
but extends to the imperfect who dil- 
igently seek to live "righteously and 
godly in the midst of a crooked and 
perverse generation/' 


ABBAM'S CASE AN EXAMPLE. 
Passing to the fourth lesson—"God 


Calls AbranT'—-we find a still fuller 
manifestation of the Divine mercy. 
Between the date when Noah left the 
ark, going forth into a freshly wash- 
ed world, and the date of the birth 
of Abram only about three nnd one- 
half centuries elapsed. But that time 
witnessed such a drift in the wrong 
direction and such a degeneracy in 
faith and morals that the whole pop- 
ulation of the earth, as far as is 
known, had become idolatrous* Of 
consequence the trend had become so 
straight and strong against the God 
of Noali, Enoch and original Adam 
that any human prophet would most 
likely have foretold another over- 
throw, as in the days of Noah. Thic 
the Almighty 
mercifully provided 


Against, by calling one man, Afcram, 
to come out from his idolatrous kin 
and creed and follow the voice thnt 
spoke to him. Abram harkened, 
obeyed and became the father of all 
them that believed. 
Studying the 


vast truth cf divine mercy as it was 
manifested in Abram's coll, we say 
with all emphasis: 
"There's a witness in God's marcy 
Like the wilderness of the sea." 


Omitting mention of intervening 


lessons, tho teacher may well take 
time to dwell upon tho seventh les- 
son, "Abraham's Intercession," in 
which the majesty and munificence 
of the divine mercy awaken our ad- 
miration and praise. 
Abraham had 


no real estate interest, no property 
possessions of any kind in Sodom and 
its neighboring cities of, the plain of 
Jordan. 
But when.their-unreport- 


afole wickedness was ready to burst 


the retribution which had gathered 
over them as a thicK cloud, and when 
Abraham began pleading with God 
to pity and pardon the whole munici- 
palities, provided that fifty, forty,- 
thirty, twenty or even ten righteous 
could be found anywhere among the 
doomed cities, most surprising he 
found God's mercy ready so to par- 
don as quick as it was asked* And 
when Abrarn's courage failed him 
when he had reduced the number to 
ten, the merciful God seemed not at 
all reluctant to grant sparing mercy. 
Perhaps He would have spared all 
the cities for Abraham's own self's 
sake had that brave suppliant but 
persevered unto the end. 


ABEAK AND ISAAC, 


In lesson eight—"Abraham and 


Isaac"—the mercy of God is dis- 
played in the tenderness, mildness 
and clemency with which the offering 
of Isaac was asked, arrested and 
used. Mercy has for one of its sig- 
nifications just these traits, mildness, 
tenderness, clemency. 
And we see 


how gently the Lord dealt with His 
servant. 
Knowing altogether how 


all that Abraham had and hoped for 
was bound up in that child of prom- 
ise, there was no ruthless language 
used to demand him as a sacrifice. 
We have heard the story read in 
tones indicating authority only. 


But it is ignorance which thus 


reads it. The high aim of the Lord 
was twofold—to evince the absolute- 
ness of Abraham's trust, in God and 
to set a sign to show that offering 
children in sacrifice was not what 
God approved. False religions have 
regularly run to such soulless sacri- 
fices of children. And in Abraham's 
age it was a universal practice, we 
believe. Heaven determined to teach 
the world otherwise. And so Abra- 
ham's heart was rejoiced to be taught 
on Mount Moriah that child murder 
was to cease. 


In the tenth lesson—"Jacob at 


Bethel"—the mercy of God is shown 
beautifully, for the revelation of it 
is to one who felt deeply that he did 
not deserve the favor. Jacob stands 
xipon the 'page a type of all that 
crafty, cunning, greed and grabbing 
can do to make a man disagreeable 
to those he deals with. 


There Is not a breath of excuse for 


his bad treatment of his brother, 
Esau, nor for his shifty trafficking1 


with his uncle Leban. But with all 
that Jacob should not have been there 
was so much good material in him 
that God's mercy was freely shown* 
and it saved him from himself and 
led him to a life of influence endless- 
ly 
good. 
But Jacob never was 


changed for the better until (Genesis 
xxviii., 16) he.waked up from dream- 
ing about God and heaven and higher 
things to a vivid realization that it 
was not all a dream. When he felt 
certain and said, "Surely the Lord is 
in this place and I knew it not/' 
Deity was for Jacob a very different 
reality from what Deity had hitherto 
been to him. 


And just that continues to be the 


case with men and women in tliis 
time. 
Much that is said and sung 


about God is in a dream state of soul, 
which means no more than dreams in 
general do. Heaven is far off, and 
has at most only angelic go-between 
relations with earth. 
But let the 


imagination fold its wings and have 
facts walk forth, facts that reveal the 
face of God, and it is a hard heart 
and nothing less thai does not bow 
the knee and bend the will and turn 
away from what one should not be 
to become what he ought to be. 


The supremely greatest need we all 


have is to face God as the one ovar 
all, everlasting fact, "The Father of 
Mercies and the God of all Consola* 
tion."

THE APPEALiOF THE BOERS 


PETITION THE HAGUE COURT TO 


ARBITKATE. 


Nonacccptance By Britain, It Is De- 


clared, Would Be Admission 


of Wrong Position, 


Hew Ycrk, Sept. 28.-Charles D. 


Pierce, representative in the United 
States of the Orange Free State, has 
received a copy of the appeal made 
by the Boers to 'the administrative 
council of the permanent court of ar- 
bitration at The Hague. 
The appeal, 


which is dated The Hague, September 
10, begins by reciting the fact that 
The Hague convention of July 29, 
1899, had provided a way for the 
peaceful settlement of international 
differences whereby the jurisdiction 
of the permanent court could 'be ex- 
tended to differences between powc/s 
which had not become signatories, as 
also between powers which had be- 
come and those which had not become 
signatories. 
The appeal continues: 


'Immediately upon the receipt ofi 


communication notification was made 
in behalf of the governments of both 
the states represented by the under- 
signed to his excellency the president 
of your council that these govern- 
ments would be pleased if the war 
being waged in South Africa could 
be terminated by the arbitration of 
this court. 
ABRITRATIOK" THE ONLY WAY. 


"Now that this war has gone on 


for nearly two years without any 
prospects of an end thereto, except in 
the way only recently acknowledged 
is being the most equitable means of 
deciding international differences, to- 


wit: 
submission to arbitration, the 


lesirability, mutually, for such a 
peaceful termination cannot but be- 
come more and more acknowledged. 


"The states represented by the un- 


dercigned therefore consider that 
liey should repeat the proposal al- 
ready made by them before the war, 
but rejected by England, to submit 
,o arbitration the settlement of the 
differences were gave rise to the war. 


"In this they particularly have in 


iriew. the question whether England 
s right is alleging that any action 


v?.s taken by the-republics which had 
or its object the suppression of the 
English element in or its expulsion 
rcm South Africa, and generally 
whether the republic havo made 
•hem&slves guilty of any act which, 
ccording to internationally recog- 
nized principles, would give England 
he right to deprive them of their in- 
denpendence.

Paris, Sept. 28.—A Paris corres- 


pondent sends word to the Figaro, on 
the staff of which he is employed, 
that he has just returned from a visit 
to Miss Ellen M. Stone, a member of 
the foreign mission, who is held by 
brigands in a mountain, region of 
Turkey. 


The correspondent wires that he 


succeeded in locating Miss Stone in 
an almost inaccessible mountain de- 
file. The chief of the outlaws per- 
mitted the correspondent to see Miss 
Stone and talk with. 'her. Miss Stone 
told lier visitor that she had been 
treated with exceeding courtesy ever 
since her capture. Two brigands 
were detailed to act as her personal 
servants, providing 
her with food 


and showing her every attention. 


The brigands had instructions to 


obep her merest whim, nnd to show 
with what degree of consideration 
she was treated she told the newspa- 
iper man that, having exhausted all 
of the films for her kodak, she had 
said that she wished she had more. 


AN OBLIGING BANDIT. 


The desire was repeated to the 


chief of the brigands, 
who at once 


posted a courier off to Constantino- 
ple to secure a supply for her. This 
meant a week of steady travelling 
by mule over dangerous and rocky 
mountain paths. 


The leader of the brigands told the 


correspondent that unless a ransom 
of $150,000 was forthcoming within 
thirty days, Miss Stone would either 
be put to death or compelled to mar- 
ry one of the bandits. It is believed 
that the bandit will keep his word. 


The situation recalls the capture by 


these same brigands, in the same re 
gion, six years ago, of Mme. Gerard 
DeTrincville, a beautiful 
French 


heiress, who is now a carmclite nun 


Through the dishonesty of a Tur- 


kish official by whom the ransom was 
negotiated, the money failed to reach 
the bandits. The lovely French girl 
was therefore forced to become the 
wife of a member of the outlaw gan^, 
She was rescued seven months later

he .will and that the disposition of 
11 affairs of the estate be left to 
William R. Day, ex-secretary of 
tate, and George B. Cortelyou. 
Following is the text of the will of 
he late president, which is dated at 
ho executive mansion October 27, 
897: 


CHIEF CONCERN FOR WIFE. 
"I publish the following as my 
atest will and testament, hereby re- 
oking all former wills: 
"To my beloved wife, Ida S. ICc- 


•Cinlcy, I bequeath all of any real es- 
ate, wherever situated, and the in- 
ome of any personal property of 
rhicli I may be possessed at death, 
aring her natural life. I make the 
ollowing charge upon all of my 
roperty, both real and personal: To 
ay my mother during her life $1,000 
year and at her death, said sum to 


>e paid to my sister, Helen McKin- 
ey. 
If the income from property be 


nsufficient to keep my wife in 'great 
omfort and pay the annuity above 
Tovided, then I direct that such of 
my property be sold so as to make a 
uni sufficient adequate for both pur- 
poses. 
Whatever property remains 


t the death of my wife I give to my 
mother and sisters, share and share 
ilike. 
My chief concern is -that my 


wife from my estate shall have all 
he requires for her comfort and 
ileasure and that my mother shall 
be . provided ,with whatever money 
;he requires to make her old age com- 
'ortable and happy."

The Cuctoms of a Keligious Or- 


der In Colorado and New 
Mexico. 


On Tune 30 Major E. H. Cooper, the 


cliff dweller, explorer and anth- 
ropologist, told in the Indianapolis 
Journal of "Witchcraft and Other 
Superstitions of the Puoblos." The 
incidents related were of a very un- 
usual order. In a recent interview, 
however, he relates still more re- 
markable things that take place on 
American soil in the far west. 
He 


tells of actual crucifixions among the 
Penitente Brothers of New Mexico 
And Colorado, with frequent deaths. 
These would seem incredible were it 
not that Major Cooper lias been an 
eyewitness of four such crucifixions, 
from which there resulted 
three 


deaths, 


"We have in our country," he says, 


"in the far west, a remarkable fanati- 
cism, possibly the most wonderful in 
the civilized world, a relic of barbar- 
ism so incredible as to render it next 
to impossible of belief. 
Prom the 


early history of Europe we learn that 
in the middle- ages nearly the whole 
of that country had a strange epi- 
demic—a fever of penitential self- 
whipping. 
The Flagellants, as they 


were called, paraded the streets, lash- 
ing themselves with scourges, or 
used whips at home. 
Even kings 


caught tho infection and abused their 
own royal backs. It took centuries 
to eradicate this remarkable custom. 
There is nothing left of it now in 
Europe. 


"But here in some of the neglected 


corners of our own land more as- 
tounding- sights may be seen. 
In 


my boyhood days, when I read of the 
awful 
self-tortures 
of the India 


fakirs I little dreamed that I should 
ever live among a class of people 
who parallel their worst self-cruel- 
ties, and whose votes count equal 
with my own. 
TEe great Passion 


play at Oberammergau is known to 
most of our American people, and 
hundreds have crossed the ocean, 
spent much money and undergone 
many hardships 
to see it, never 


dreaming that a greater passion real- 
ity, an absolute flesh and blood cru- 
cifixion, representing the death of 
Christ on the cross, might be wit- 
nessed every year in our own country. 


"The 
Penitents, 
or 
Penitente 


Brothers, were once very numerous 
in New Mexico, Utah, Arizona and 
Colorado. Less than thirty years ago 
there were about forty-two places 
where these crucifixions occurred an- 
nually. By the earnest and persist- 
ent work of Kev. Dr. Darling, aided 
by both church and state laws, they 
have been quietly stamped out, un- 
til but few active bands remain, and 
they are in the most out-of-the-way 
places. 


"This strange brotherhood is of a 


very ancient origin. It was in vogue 
and general practice at the time when 
the Jesuit priests entered that coun- 
try for the purpose of establishing 
missions' and teaching the religion 
of their faith but a few years after 
the conquest of Mexico, which, from 
the traditions of thes people, began 
us early as 1570. At that time the 
-Jesuits rather encouraged than dis- 
suaded the practice, holding us tip as 
an example for them to follow the 
cross of their church, with the cruci- 
fied Christ upon it. 
These Jesuit 


priests were very successful among 
these Mexicans, establishing many 
churches and missions and gaining 
thousands of converts. 
Nearly tha 


entire Mexican population of Col- 
orado, New Mexico, Arizona and 
Utah still clings to the Catholic 
faith, for the most part without these 
early practices, and many of the 
churches and missions established 
and built 330 years ago arc yet occu- 
pied as places of worship and devo- 
tion by the Mexican people. 


"The 
Penitento Brotherhood is 


made up of Mexicans, mostly, of 
course, very ignorant ones, although 
white men v/ho have married Mexi- 
can women have, been known to join 
the order. 
This strange custom 


seems to be a perversion of the peni- 
tent orders of the middle ages. Here 
there are but forty days in the year 
in wh ich to scourge, whip and 
crucify, the time corresponding to 
that of our lenten days. The cruci- 
fixion, however, only takes place on a 
Friday, usually between the fourth 
and tenth days of March, corres- 
ponding to our Good Friday. 


"I shall never forget my first ex- 


perience with the Penitentes at La 
Lcma, a Mexican plaza near the pres- 
ent town of Del Norte, Col., in the 
year 1872. I 'had already heard and 
seen the weeping and wailing of the 
Mexican men and women as the 
naked Penitentes were flagellating 
And whipping themselves on th'ir 
own bare backs with cruel scourges 
of oloe fibre and cactus plants. Thes-: 
v/ere fashioned like the cat*o'-nino 
tails used in former days by slave 
drivers in punishing an 
offending 


slave. 


They grasped it in both 
hands, 


swinging it with all possible force, 
as each advancing step was made, 
first over the right, then over the left 
shoulder, bringing 
;blood at each 


stroke. A deep, 
gurgling 
moan 


escaped from their' mouths at each 
.blow as the lash buried itsolf in the 


raw flesh of the self-imposed victim, 
leaving a trail of blood behind them 
as they passed between two lines of 
Mexican men and 
women. 
These 


were chanting a mournful, weird and 
almost unearthly song and waving 
their bodies back and forth. 
There 


were fathers and mothers whose sons 
might be -among the number. They 
could not tell, AS all were masked 
and so disguised -as to bo unrecog- 
nizable. This had been going on for 
several days in preparation for the 
grand finale, the crucifixion. 


"We were camped in -a ravine near- 


by. Thursday night we had spread 
our blankets, picketed our horses and 
eaten our evening meal. Suddenly 
we were awakened by the most awful 
sound I had ever heard. The hideous 
scream of the mountain lion and the 
deadly wrawhoop are tame beside it. 
That unearthly 
*too-ootle-te-oo' we 


knew to be the last sounds and the 
calling together 
of the 
Penitente 


(brotherhood. Some one of their num- 
ber had 
volunteered to represent 


Christ and offer himself for the cru- 
cifixion. 


*4We noticed -a tinge of gray in the 


eastern horizon, indicating the ap- 
proach of day. So we arose, hastily 
dressed, prepared and ate a scanty 
breakfast, and putting a few pieces 
of bread in our spacious pockets, we 
hurried forth to the scene of action. 
As we arrived at the plaza we noticed 
three Mexicans 
carrying a. heavy, 


rudely constructed cross into the little 
adobe building that was being used 
as a place of assembly. It was filled 
with men. women and children, all 
in the attitude of prayer and great 
grief. There were a few chunts of a 
doleful sound. Then mass was said 
by the priests, after which the entire 
populace began to move out, station- 
ing themselves on both sides of the 
trail, which led three-quarters of r* 
mile away to the place of crucifixion. 


''Directly a man from near the altar 


arose, took the cress upon his shoul- 
ders and bore it along, his body bend- 
ing forward as if the burden was al- 
most more than he could bear. With 
slow, wavering step he passed out of 
the church and moved along between 
the lines of people, who began their 
weeping and wailing and a constant 
moving of the body, which was kept 
up until the journey's end was reach- 
ed. The cross was then planted in 
the ground, the entire mass of people 
gathering around its base. The self- 
imposed victim then invited his com- 
padres (companions) to lift him up to 
the cross, where his arms were out- 
stretched, his hands absolutely nailed 
to the cross and his feet nailed to the 
standard of it. 


"All of the people were in a kneel- 


ing posture and at each blow of the 
\vooden maul as it was given upon 
the head of the nail all bowed their 
heads and gave an awful groan as 
if the paia inflicted was felt by them. 
The victim was left upon the cross 
from one and a half to two hours. 
Actual death, is not the intention, 
but if it occurs nothing is done and 
no arrests are made. In this case 
the victim lived in agony one and a 
half hours, then died. The cross was 
lowered, he was carefully taken from 
it and buried. 
Directly one of the 


members of the Penitente brother- 
hood who 'had assisted in the cruci- 
fixion stepped forward and invited 
his brethren to tie him hand and 
foot with ropes, after which he was 
dragged over rough and stony places 
and jerked hither and thither, from 
tho effects of which 
he also died. 


Others threw themselves upon beds 
of prickly pear 
cactus and many 


other methods of self-torture 
were 


used until the s-an went down. 


'•This same year there were two or 


three other points in Colorado where 
crucifixions 
occurred. 
One was in 


Conejos, one at San Louis, one said to 
hv^vve taken place nt or near Huer- 
fano, but of this I have no positive 
knowledge* There are now but three 
places 
where the great 
American 


Passion Play can be seen, or could 
have bsen seen six years ago, possibly 
but two at this writing—one at Tiern 
Amarilla, New Mexico, and one at 
San Mateo, New Mexico. 
The one 


near Navajo Springs Station, in Ari* 
zona, on the lino 
of the Santa Fe 


railroad, I understand, has ceased to 
exist; I have been informed that up 
to within a few years 
there were 


women Penitentes, but they are no 
longer active. 
They used to wind 


their limbs with strips of green or 
fresh rawhide, 
which as it dried 


would draw so tightly as to stop cir 
culation. They would bear crosses 
and march for miles with mistook- 
inged feet in sandals or shoes half 
filled with sharp pebbles. 


"And these were our fellow citi- 


zens, living within the bounds of the 
most advanced civilized government 
in the world. I have witnessed four 
of these Penitente crucifixions and of 
the four three deaths occurred." 


AITTOS AND HONEYMOONS. 


Sleeping cars on railways have 


been brought to a great pitch of per- 
fection, says the Paris Messenger, 
and it now appears that inventors 
are turning their attention to auto- 
mobiles, which are to be so adapted 
that they may be used by night as 
well as day. The idea is that by a 
little arrangement of the framing 
and mechanism quite a snug little 
bedroom may be made of an automo- 
bile, and there are those who think 
that the new form will be much in 


demand, especially for folk who like 
novel honeymoons. 


One would have thought that the 


rattle and the throb and the smell 
which one tolerates by day would be 
gladly dispensed with by night, but 
men with the motor mania say; "No. 
We are only at the beginning yet. 
We are going to sleep in them, eat in 
them, drink in them—in fact, prac- 
tically live in them." 


As a multum in parvo of living

distanced by these enthusiasts of tho 
modern means of locomotion. 
The 


turn of the railways is even predicted 
by some people, and as for horses, 
well—the Society for the Prevention 
of Cruelty to Animals is trembling, 
for their task is nearly done; there 
won't be any horses to practice the 
refinements of cruelty upon. 


DRIVE NAILS AS WELL AS MEN. 


The idea that a woman cannot drive 


a nail straight 
is completely dis- 


proved by girl sloyd students at the 
Maryland state normal 
school at 


Baltimore. The young women of this 
class not only drive nails, but handle 
saws, planes 
and 
other carpenter 


tools with a dexterity 
that would 


shame the awkwardness 
of many 


men. 


The sloydroom in the basement -of 


the normal school is really a well- 
equipped carpenter 
shop. 
It con- 


tains about a dozen sloyd or carpent- 
er benches and ti complete equipment 
of nil varieties 
of carpenter tools. 


Before taking up this part of the 
work the pupils 
are 
instructed to 


mold certain objects and do work in 
paper folding. This elementary part 
of the work is really very complicat- 
ed. Working plans are made of all 
the work. 
Then comes cardboard 


work, forming figures out of pieces 
of cardboard, 
representing geomet- 


rical solids. After this -preliminary 
work the pupils are introduced to the 
carpenter shop. 
Thep display some 


little awkwardness at first, but soon 
become skilled in handling the tools 
and become intensely interested in 
tho work. 


Only one girl injured herself thus 


far and that happened because of a 
shaving alighting on her nose. She 
was so interested in her work that 
she thoughtlessly brushed at it with 
her knife and cut her nose. The pu- 
pils -work in both 
hard and soft 


woods. 'All the work is shellacked 
by the students, who also do all gul* 
ing and usa sandpaper 
sparingly. 


The tools used include different sizes 
nnd varieties of chisels, saws, planes, 
hammers, 
mallets, 
gouges 
and 


squares. 
The middle and senior 


classes participate in the work. 


INVALIDED BY FASHION. 


To learn as many of the fashion- 


able accomplishments as possible ap- 
pears to be the ambition of the girl 
of the period and her mamma. • It is 
too often the case 'that considerations 
of physical health are entirely over- 
looked and that the fashionable girl 
finds herself worn out and old in ap- 
pearance and disposition before she 
has 
reached the age of 23. 
The 


Ladies' Home Journal characterizes 
this folly properly 
when, it says: 


"There are parents who, not content 
with the studies which their daught- 
ers have to grapple with at echool, 
load them down witn a few special 
studies in the finer arts. I have in 
mind now several young girls be- 
tween the precarious ages of 12 and 
17, who, 
after they 
return 
from 


school, have an extra dose of paint- 
ing, music or languages. 
'But my 


daughter must know something1 of 
these things/ is the protest of the 
fond mother.

casscl in the most fragile frame, her 
physical vitality sapped almost to 
the last dreg:.

'THE STATE OF FRANKLIN 


An Early Historical Section of 


the Union Which Has Been 
Lost. 


The state of Franklin! What does 


that mean? A member of the mem- 
bership committee of the Southern so- 
ciety was somewhat puzzled. 
The 


Southern society as an organization 
is exacting, which is another way of 
saying that it is exclusive. When a 
name is proposed for membership, 
the candidate must accompany it 
with a lucid account of himself and a 
veracious pen-portrait of his family 
tree. One of the questions asked is 
substantially this: 


"How long and in what states of 


the south have your ancestors lived?" 


A recent candidate, .the story goes, 


filled out tho blank space as follows: 


"Five generations in the states of 


Virginia Franklin and Tennessee/' 


It was Franklin that stumped a 


member of the committee—the state 
of Franklin. Where was it? 
When 


was it? What became of it? 


Those who have never heard of the 


lost state of Franklin, which flour- 
ished for three years with its legis- 
lative, 
judicial 
and 
executive 


branches of government—with its 
citizen 
army 
and its masterful 


pioneer spirit which subdued the hos- 
tile Cherokees of the southwest, need 
next blush for their ignorance. There 
are too many of them. 


And yet Bancroft devotes many 


pages to the state of Franklin, which 
was, in 1784, carved out of what v/erc 
then parts of North Carolina and 
Tennessee, by far the largest slice 
being taken from the Old North 
state. 
All of what was the state of 


Franklin is now embodied in the 
state of Tennessee, 


The genesis of the state of Frank- 


lin make some of the most interesting 
ano romantic chapters in American 
history. 
It 
fascinated 
Theodore 


Koosevelt, who devotes considerable 
space to the "lost commonwealth" in 
his work, "The Winning of the 
West/' The most accurate as well 
as the most vivid account of the 
community's rise and fall, however, 
is found in a book by James It. Gil- 
more (Edmund Kirke) called "John 
Sevier, the Commonwealth Builder," 


Gilmore sets John Sevier on a 


pedestal, and extravagantly 
says 


that lie was the ablest 
creative 


statesman of the post-revolutionary 
epoch between 1783 and tHe second 
war with Great Britain. 


It is a matter of historic record that 


North Carolina did not take this fav- 
orable measure of Sevier. After the 
collapse of (the state government, 
which had been formed without fed- 
eral authority, he was indicted for 
high treason by the North Carolina 
authorities, and taken to Morgan 
town for trial. 
While the hearing 


was in progress his friends from 
"over the mountain" stormed the 
court house and he was rescued. The 
indictment was wisely dropped, and 
Sevier was restored to the favor of 
Washington, who made him a major 
general of militia in the territory 
west of the Alleghenies. He was aft 
erward elected 'the first governor of 
Tennessee—Franklin under a new- 
name—and served twelve years. He 
died in 1815 while a member of the 
federal congress. 


The birth of the state of Franklin 


came about in this wise: 


In the year 1772, a large number 


of Virginians crossed the Appalach- 
ian range and settled on the banks 
of the V/atauga river, a small stream 
in what is now eastern Tennessee. 
They were hardy pioneers of the bet- 
ter class. Their master spirit was 
John Sevier, already referred to. H< 
had been a captain in the Virginia 
line under King George, and the mil- 
itary instinct was very strong within 
him. 
He and his compatriots had a 


double task; they must perforce sub- 
due the forest and the Indian foe at 
the same time. How well they suc- 
ceeded is a part of history. 
The 


Cherokees were driven back and made 
to understand that the whites weic 
there to stay. Farms were opened, 
mills erected, and within a compara- 
tively short space of time a prosper- 
ous, linppy and contented people, 
most of them of the 
Presbyterian 


faith, had built up a community that 
reflected no discredit upon the Old 
Dominion, whence they came. There 
was a fly in the ointment, however, 
for it was soon discovered that most 
of the settlers were upon North Car- 
olina territory, and in those days the 
"Tar Heels" and the Cavaliers were 
at odds. 


Meantime Lexington had become a 


page of history, Bunker Hill had been 
fought, and the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence adopted. 


It took tho news of all this sonic 


time to reach the Watauga settle 
ment, but finally the pioneers across 
tho mountains learned that the con- 
tinentals were at war 
with 
the 


mother country. "Ramsay's Annals 
of Tennessee" declares that the Wa- 
tauga settlement developed just one 
tory—a ne'er-do-well who was or- 
dered out of the country. 


In 1780 these backwoodsmen learn- 


ed that Ferguson, the British general, 
with his regulars and a goodly tory 
following, was not very far away 
across the mountains in the Carolinas. 
Under the leadership of Sevier and 


Isaac Shelby they organized to a man 
and went to meet the foe, armed with 
their Deckard riiics. The oldest male 
person left in the Watauga settlement 
was Sevier's youngest son John, jr. 
His two older boys accompanied him. 


The over-mountain men met Fer- 


guson at King's Mountain and sig- 
nally defeated him, 
Ferguson -was 


killed, Colonel de Peyster, a New 
York tory, his second in command, 
was taken prisoner, and the tide of 
war was turned in that section. Gil- 
more says that King's Mountain put 
Tarleton on the run and made York- 
town possible. 


At the close of the revolutionary 


war the Watauga 
settlement had 


widely extended its borders and con- 
tained a large and active population. 
It belonged -to North Carolina and 
the vast territory, comprising what 
is now the state of Tennessee, 29,- 
000,000 acres, -brought with its pos- 
session the obligation to bear a cor- 
respondingly large part of the fed- 
eral debt. North 
Carolina didn't 


fancy this, and in June, 1784, ceded 
the land to the federal government. 
When the news of this act reached 
the settlers they realized that they 
were practically without protection, 
as the country had not been organized 
into a territory and the sovereignty 
of North Carolina had ceased to exist, 
They therefore determined to form a 
state govarnment of their own and 
then apply for 
admission 
to the 


union. They were bitter against the 
North Carolina government, which 
they thought had neglected them. 


Accordingly, in August, 1784, they 


called a convention, adopted a consti- 
tution, organized a state government 
and elected Sevier 
governor. 
The 


state v/as named in honor of Benja- 
min Franklin, and while it lasted, 
and for many years afterward, those 
who lived within its borders 
were 


called "Franks." 


In the meantime, before the ces- 


sion of the territory had been ratified 
by the federal government, the legis- 
lature of North Carolina met and 
hastened to undo what had been done 
at the former session. 
They even 


made friendly overtures to the set- 
tlers, guaranteeing them a superior 
court nnd promising to organize a 
militia and make Sevier 
brigadier 


general. 
Public opinion was, how- 


ever, strongly against a return to 
North Carolina. 


Within sixty days after taking the 


oath of office as 
governor Sevier 


created a superior court, organized 
•the militia for protection against In- 
dians and founded Washington col- 
lege, the first institution of classical 
learning west of the 
Alleghenies, 


which still exists. He also entered 
into a treaty of peace -with the In- 
dians and for two years governed 
with unbroken prosperity. 
At the 


end of that time Governor Caswell, of 
North Carolina; issued a proclama- 
tion declaring the new government 
to be a revolt and ordering that it be 
at once abandoned. 
Violence fol- 


lowed the attempt to subdue it, but 
the settlers finally submitted to su- 
parior force. 
Sevier was 
arrested, 


but, as has been stated, was rsscued. 
When the territory was finally ceded 
to the United 
States 
government 


Washington made him its military 
commander. 


The territory was admitted to the 


union as the state of Tennessee in 
1796, and for twelve years it had 
practically the same rulers that the 
state of Franklin had enjoyed, from 
governor down. 


Besides his leadership in the state 


of Franklin John Sevier had a unique 
career. Hs lived at Jonesboro. the 
capital cf the Washington district. 
Ho -was governor 
cf two 
states— 


Franklin and Tennessee; he was a 
member of three state conventions for 
framing a constitution—North Caro- 
line, Franklin and Tennessee j he was 
a member of the state 
senate of 


North Carolina; he was the first mem- 
ber of congress elected west of the 
Allcghenies, 
and in all his office- 


holding careers he never changed his 
residence once. He died while on a 
mission to the Creek Indians and 
was buried by them in a lonely spot 
near what is now Decntur, Ala. 
In 


1S89 the legislature of 
Tennessee 


made an appropriation for the pur- 
pose and his ashes were transferred 
with much pomp and ceremony to 
tho court house yard, in Knoxville, 
where they now rest under a monu- 
ment.—New York Times.

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MODERN BOOK AGENT. 


The Latest Type of the Abused 


Salesman is a Wonder—He 


*£ 
Barns I*arge Salary. 


The book agent has made his ap- 


pearance in a new form. He is well 
dressed and carries his stock with 
him in a suit case* His bocks are 
tales of travel and adventure, such 
as always interest boys, and when 
he comes to a place where, a'number 
of youngsters are at play he opens 
his case, shows the books, which are 
bound and illustrated to catch the 
fancy of the boy, and usually makes 
a sale, declares the New York Tri- 
bune. 


"It is only natural that the book 


canvasser should break out in new 
style occasionally," said a large book 
publisher, "for he has numerous and 
powerful competitors, and he must 
be moving to keep up with the pro- 
cession. The man selling books on 
the street is the only one of his kind 
today, but if his scheme is successful 
there will be others within a short 
time," 


There has been much improvement 


in the composition of the book can- 
vassing fraternity, according to the 
statements of the publishers, and the 
prejudice against the man who has a 
book for sale is growing less* "Of 
course," said one publisher, "it will 
take a long time before people will 
take down the signs in the hallways 
of public buildings excluding book 
agents, but it will take a long time 
to stop the mother-in-law jokes also. 
Book agents may have been, bores 
and almost nuisances once upon a 
time, but the class has improved and 
the canvasser of today is usually a 
superior man, 
who combines 
the 


qualities of a salesman with more 
than average education. In the days 
when he was an objectionable visitor, 
who could not be insulted, and who 
came in by one door after 
having 


been shown out of another, his earn- 
ings, were small. 


"Today the 
average canvasser 


makes $3,000 a year and there are 
tunny men in the business whose in- 
come is $12,000 or $15,000. 
Can 


vassers have their regular custom* 
ers and go over the same route regu- 
larly, like men who travel for com- 
mercial houses. 
The canvasser is 


usually a 'commission man/ who re- 
ceives pay in keeping with his sales. 
!We may see him every day or we may 
not see him for months. He has no 
authority to use our name, and we 
are not bound by promises which he 
may make. We have a clause in our 
subscription contracts to -that effect, 
because there are still some men in 
the business who need watching. The 
great trouble is that people do not 
always read the contracts which the 
book canvasser hands them to sign, 
and then when things go wrong they 
blame the publisher." 


The book agent or canvasser has 


usually had experience in other lines 
of business, and many of the men 
who have been successful in that 
calling have failed 
in other votia- 


tions. "There is probably no line of 
business outside of insurance," said 
the publisher, "in which one can find 
more elderly men who have been un- 
successful than in the book canvass- 
ing line. But many 
of them get 


down to work harder when they enter 
than they ever did before and they 
succeed* One man of this class makes 
expensive publications a specialty. 
He handles no book that costs less 
than $200 and from that figure up 
to the highest. He has a large trade 
and makes big money. There are 
many canvassers of that class who 
are known to the big publishers, and 
when they have something to put on 
the market they send for these men 
and agree on terms and know that 
the stock in question is as well as 
disposed of. The sign, 
*No 
Book 


Agents Allowed/ has no terror for 
these people. They go to the office 
of a busy lawyer or a "Wall street 
broker with the assurance of a client 
or a customer; they are admitted, 
their story is listened to and they 
usually 
go away with an order. 


There are hundreds of busy men in 
New York who love books and buy 
many, but never go to a book store. 
All 
their purchasers are made 


through agents. 
They are known 


to the fraternity, but it would be 
useless lor iBrown to see u man to 
whom Jones usually sells, for these 
customers Tjelong' to the book sales- 
man* 
We saw this demonstrated 


recently. A man who had a good 
trade gave it up to take a place in an 
insurance company. He turned his 
list over to another man who was a 
good salesman and a man of good 
address, but the trade did not take 
to him and his sales are nothing like 
those of his predecessor/' 


The most conscientious book agent 


is the woman. She attends to her 
business closely and is usually suc- 
cessful. In the early days of can- 
vassing the woman who engaged in 
the business thought it necessary to 
wear black, to have a tale of woe, and 
to give her customers a chance to 
mix charity with -business. That 
class of canvassers has grown less 
every year and it is now almost' ex- 
tinct. The woman canvasser of to- 
day is usually a bright, clever and 


m most instances, handsome woman, 
who makes customers no matter what 
the quality of the book she is selling 
may be. The income of one of these 
women last year from commissions 
on books sold was more than $30,000. 


'The name of our calling is against 


us," said a man who is known as one 
of thes uicessful sellers of subscrip- 
tion books. "Having a good book 
for sale and knowing a man who 
wants just such a book is only half 
the battle, because some people have 
a prejudice against a book 
agent 


which is so strong that they will not 
admit one to the house. I sent my 
card to such a person recently. 
It 


was simply a visiting card, and when 
the Ir.dy Appeared and looked at me 
she said: 


' 'You are not a book agent, are 


you?' 


" 'Do I look like" a book agent?' 
" 'Excuse me/ she said, apologeti- 
ally, and then I began to talk about 
my book. 


*I thought you said you were not 


a book agent* 


'No, I simply asked if I looked 


like one, and according1 to your no- 
tion of such people, I did not.' 


"Well, I sold the woman my hook, 


and made a customer of her." 


The book agent who has a set of 


books on his hands which a customer 
refused to take which he will sell for 
half price, the man who in order to 
"get a good name on his book" will 
sell a $100 work lor $20, and the 
agent who will agree to throw in 
another book free of charge just to 
make a sale, are among the people 
who make it hard for the better class 
of canvassers to do business*

facility of always missing the point 
of a story that they attempt to re- 
peat," said Col. John Conover the 
other evening to a writer in the Kan- 
sas City Journal.

joys r.s well as any person in the 
world a good story well told, and is 
hhnself an entertaining raconteur. 
Perhaps some lamentable failures in 
the slight tinge of regret with which 
the colonel said these rwords.

PASTERS AND FASTING. 


People Who Have Douo With- 
. out Food for Long Periods 


and Survived. 


(Philadelphia Ledger.) 


A few days ago the Ledger report- 


ed the case of Mrs. Jane Lynn, who 
lived near Franklin, Pa., but wlio 
died after a fast of sirty-one days, 
during which, said the reporter, with 
scrupulous exactness, "she swallow- 
ed only ona ounce of food and for 
fifty-five days she took absolutely 
nothing, with the 
exception of a 


small glass of water occasionally," 
The report compared this case witii 
that of Dr. Tanner, who won fame by 
fasting for forty days; but Dr. Tan- 
ner has been outclassed so often Uiat 
he is no longer an objest of interest. 
Since his time .there have been ma:iy 
individuals who have fasted from 
thirty to sixty days, and most of 
them declared that their health was 
much improved by the process. 


One of the 
most remarkable of 


these was Leonard Thress, of this 
city, who, in .the winter of 1900, 
fasted fcr fifty days, as a cure for 
dropsy. At the end of that time he 
ate a hearty meal, smoked a cigai 
and declared that he nsver felt better 
in his life. 
His weight hud dimin- 


ished from 209 to 133 pounds, biU 
the dropsy had left him and he w»ic 
physically sound and well. 


Another remarkable faster is Miss 


Estella F. Ku^nzcl, also of this cuy, 
whose case w\is reported in the Ledg- 
er on December 25, 1899, but witli- 
out giving her name. Miss 
lasted forty-five 
days, but, unlike 


Dr. Tanner, she did not shut herseli 
up in her room and take no exercise. 
She walked long, distances almost 
every clay, and on the forty-fourth 
clay of her fast covered seven miles. 
Perhaps the most remarkable thing 
about Jier experience was that dur- 
ing* her fast she lost only twenty 
pounds m weight 


Just tit present there seems to ba 


something of an epidemic of fasting. 
Several instances have appeared in 
recent news reports. On August 0 
Miss Agnes Mitchell, of Detroit, end- 
ed a fast of forty-six days, under- 
taken to cure stomach trouble. Shs 
nearly collapsed during that time, 
becoming deaf, dull of sight and ar 
times unconscious; but on the forty- 
sixth day she surprised those about 
her 'by saying: "I ^ feel hungry,' 
took some wheat broth, and the re- 
port says, "It is confidently expected 
by her family that she will regain 
her health. 


About tire same time Di\ Iinmanuel 


Pfeiffer, of Boston, ended a thirty 
days' fast undertaken in the inter- 
ests of science. 
Dr. Pfeifter 


daily notes of his progress and found 
that he lost in weight nearly a pound 
a day. He lost most flesh on days 
when -lie drank tout little water, when 
ho overexerted himself, or when the 
hot vas excessive* 
On some days 


he gained in weight, and his whole 
loss in the thirty days was twenty- 
six pounds. It was his third experi- 
ence in fasting, and he declares he 
will not b& satisfied until he has 
fasted sixty days without losing 
weight—a feat which 
Dr. Tanner, 


bisiiuli 
who is now in New York, encourages 
him to believe is possible. Like Dr. 
Tanner, 'he broke his fast with a per- 
fectly enormous meal, and felt no ill 
effects from it.

The cup defender won in a batVU 


royal, in which Shamrock II. had the 
best of the first and the best of tht 
end of it. 
The challenger led from 


the start until 
<the turn, had been 


made; then part way back, when Co- 
lumbia overhauled and passed her, 
and the little lead she had jjirinsd 
,to the finish, the Shamrock trying 
every means to cut it down, but the 
Columbia, crossing thirty-seveu sec- 
onds R-heatL-and with her time allow- 
ance to add to it. 


The boats crossed the finish as fol- 


lows: 


Columbia—3:31:07. 
Shamrock—3:31:41. 
COLUMBIA 'RIDES HIGHER^ 
As the contesting -yachts tacked 


back and forth about th'e line with 
main sails, club top sails, stay sails 
and jibs set, it was noticeable iiow 
much 'higher Columbia's bow comes 
•out of the water as •s'he moves under 
sail than does the Shamrock. 


She tlid not dip in the bigger seas 


nearly «is 
much 
as did the chal- 


lenger. Both boats -after running to 
the north tack arid ran south; Co- 
lumbia beating hex rival in getting 
about. 


SENT AWAY O.N TIME. 


The yachts were sent away within 


n minute of the appointed time. The 
Shamrock took the honors ot today's 
start, the official time &£ crossing be- 
ing: Shamrock II., 11:00:11; Col- 
umbia, 11:00:10. 


The Shamrock occupied the weather 


berth. 
The jockeying at the start 


was in no way as spectacular as that 
displayed in the maneuvering prior 
to the start of Thursday's contest, 
and whatever of honors- there were 
went to the captain of the Shamrock. 
Promptly at 10:45 the preparatory 
gun was fired. The Shamrock at once 
broke out her No. 1 jib topsail. The 
Columbia sent the same canvass up 
in stops and a moment later broke it 
•out. 
It was not -long before they 


came together to the leeward of the 
line. 
Both were on tho starboard 


tack. 
. 
- 


There was little real maneuvering, 


however, until 
10:55, 
when 
the 


•warning gun boomed. 
Both boats 


bore down from the weather side of 
the line on the port tack, with the 
American 
boat to windward. The 


Shamrock undertook to head in, but 
the Columbia came a little higher into 
the wind and still 'held her rival un- 
der her lee. The Columbia went on 
•the starboard tack and the Britisher 
followed speedily. They passed out- 
side the committee boat. The Sham- 
rock came about for 
the- line first. 


She was a trifle quicker in stays, ap- 
parently, and got away more rapidly 
than the Columbia. 


GAVE SHAMROCK A CHANCE. 
This gave the Shamrock a chance 


to take the windward berth from the 
Columbia and the foreigner went to 
leeward of -the Columbia on the way 
back to the line. The 'American skip- 
per thought to overcome the disad- 
vantage under which he had been 
placed and went to windward of the 
mark boat. It was too late, however, 
and as the yachts again came to- 
gether behind the Hue the Shamrock 
caught him in an awkward position. 
The Yankee evidently saw his fix 
and made the best of it, -bearing for 
the line as the starting gun was fired 
to leeward of the Shamrock and a 
little to tho rear. Both crossed the 
line with booms to port on the star- 
board tack. In addition to her posi- 
tion to windward -the Shamrock was 
just two seconds to the good in the 
matter o£ time. 


In less than two 
minutes 
after 


crossing they went about on the port 
tack, tho Shamrock making the in- 
itial movement. Within <a quarter of 
an liolir tho Columbia swung 011 the 
starboArd tack, but 
the Shamrock 


held on until she was well to the 
weather of her rival before tacking 
after hor. , . 


Both of the boats were now swing- 


ing along on the starboard head- 
ing Almost due northeast. At 11:18 
the Columbia -vas distinctly nhenrl. 
Both boats were responding to' the 
increflfling wind, hut the Columbia 
seemed to be increasing her lead,. lu 


a moment the Columbia went on the 
•starboard tack, followed a. moment 
later by the Shamrock. The Colum- 
bia was evidently unable to cross 
the Shamrock's bow and was forced 
to come around. The Columbia was 
trying to backwind the 
Shamrock 


again, but the nian'ouver was not 
•effective. 
The Shamrock had a fine 


position on the wealher of the Amer- 
ican boat and all of the efforts of tlie 
Columbia to fore-reach her were un- 
availing. 
The 
wind was steadily 


increasing. 


THE SHAMROCK AHEAD. 


By half-past 11 all conceded that 


the 
Shamrock 
was ahead. 
They 


were botdi on the sbarboard Lack sail- 
iiig northeast and 
the 
Shamrock 


seemed to be gaining. 


It was a battle royal. Both yachts 


had sailed four miles from the light- 
ship, and it was nip and tuck be- 
tween them. 


T-he Shamrock was certainly nearer 


the turning boat than was the Co- 
lumbia. 


CLOSE WOHK. 


The yachts had now sailed an hour 


and it had been close .work for every 
yard of the course. 
The Columbia 


iwas close under the Shamrocks' lee 
and appeared to be reaching faster 
than the challenger, but the Sham- 


ble was still ahead. The Columbia 


tacked to port in an attempt to cross 
the bow of the Shamrock, but was 
unable to reach her, and thirty sec- 
onds la-ter came about again on the 
starboard'.tactf. 


Precisely at 
noon the Shamrock 


went about on the 
port tack, fol- 


lowed by the Columbia. Admittedly 
the Columbia had gained consider- 
ably in the last ten minutes of sail- 
ing. 
They were both close-hauled 


and each seemed to "he holding her 
own, 
the advantage, i£ any, being 


with the Shamrock. 


The wind held through at about 


ten knots. 
There seemed little ad- 


vantage on cither side. Both yachts 
were sailing magnificently, -the Col- 
umbia having 
worked a little to 


windward, but astern of the British 
boat. 
Captain Sycamore seemed to 


be working the 
Shamrock slowly 


from under the Columbia's lee. 


HELD TO POUT TACK. 


The 'boats'hejd to port tack stand- 


ing off shore and at 12:25 they wore 
pretty near on even terms. The Co- 
lumbia was still to windward, but 
probably 150 yards astern, of the 
British boat. 


The outer mark was then not more 


th'an six miles 'away and the battle 
had reached an exciting stage. Both 
captains were giving- a wonderful 
exhibition, of seamanship and under 
the conditions prevailing it looketi 
as if the slightest error in judgment 
or seamanship would be costly. 


Ten minutes later the outer mark 


was in sig'M and Barr and Sycamore 
was each doing his best. The wind 
was twelve knots.

got the windward berth, but was

and neck race. The boats were not 
a hundred yards apart, 
but the 


Shamrock maintained her lead clean 
through to the outer mai'k. 


SHA-MEOCK TUUNS FIRST. 


•They held the 
port tack to the 


outer mark, the great yachts smoth- 
ering along toward the turn in a 
royal race. 


But the Shamrock "hart the right 


berth and Captain Sycamore swung 
her around the stake boat little moro 
than half a minute ahead of the Co- 
lumbia. 
The Amci'ican was, by es- 


timated time, just 40 seconds behind 
her opponent. Both yachts squared 
away for home, running "before tne 
wind and.

But fright- 
ful storms beset them, £heir dogs 
perished in scores, and they could 
only proceed twenty-six miles in two 
we&ks. So they had to abandon this 
attempt, four of the party 
being 


frost-bitten; and a winter's prepara- 
tion was practically wasted.

Peary was undismayed, and 
latei 


with -two comrades, -Lee and Hen 
son, he crossed the plateau ngaiu, 
only to find on reaching Indepen- 
dence bay ittiut the beetling- cliffs 
and rugged shores forbade the pos- 
sibility of launching an expedition 
toward the pole-from that base. 


On the r&turn journey their food 


guve out and they nearly' perished. 
Indeed, such would have bsen their 
fate but that at Independence "bay 
they shot four 
musk-oxen, which 


supplemented their scanty stores for 
the homeward trip. 
But even as it 


was, they had to cat their dogs, ar- 
riving, with but 'A solitary nnimal, 
•although they set out with forty- 
ono.

Peary

plored much 'of 'tha unknown" parts 
of Greenland, practically delimiting 
Its whole w&stern sealboard and cor- 
recting many existing inaccuracies 
as to its configuration. He also lo- 
cated-the great meteorite «t Cape 
York, and after extreme difficulty 
succeeded in getting it on shipboard

He a-lso crossed Smith 


sound and acco-mpliblied •considera- 
ble exploration in Ellcsmerc Land, 
his whole sojourn within the 'Arctic 
circle being "characterized.by, rtsist- 
less and unceasing activity. 


Peary's 
selhacks 
in the early 


years served "but to inflame his de- 
termination to succeed 
eventually. 


If he met chscks 
and losses, he 


counted the gain in experience and

for them. 
His 
decision, 


therefore, in 1807, to undertake tlie 
next season 'a more ambitious effort 
than any of his previous ones, oc- 
casioned no surprisff 
to Uhpse who 


know him best, for they wera satis- 
fied that while his physical powers 
remained at the full he would never 
aban'don his attempts to solves the 
great polar mystery.

more inured to the work; he knew

and the ship w-as frozen up for the 
winter in Kane 'Basin, only sixty 
miles beyond Capo Sabhie, the en- 
trance gate to tha Polar fastnesses. 
Unable to do better, Peaiy decided to 
land at Cape Durville, nnd with the 
help of the Eskimos whom he -had 
brought along, make his way up the 
coast to Cape Hecla, Iths farthest 
point of land known on ithat side of 
the channel, whence he could make- 
his dash across the gleaming plain 
toward .tho ultimate north.

Cape Hecln some 480 'miles woult

Cormack bay in 1891, on his first ex- 
pedition, the wheel-chain of the 
steamer Kite snapped 'by collision 
with on ice mizs, and -the metal 
striking him in the leg, broke the 
imb and left him helpless for three* 
mouths. 
But he recovered the full 


use of the limb again, and as early as 
the next spring was making his 
•reat journey across the Greenland 
ce cap, as already described.

idvance toward Fort Conger, in the 
ast week of 1898, a still greater mis- 
ortune befell him. 
Crossing the floe 


t Bhird Inlet, to avoid ithe longer 
ourney 
involved in skirting 
the 


hors, a blizzard was encountered and 
he party lost their way. 
Peary, 


Dederick and Henson- were scouting 
head, with one sledge, the Eskimos 
ollowing with the supplies. 
The 


wo parties lost touch with each oth- 
r, and the natives, 'being nearer the 
-indr retreated there. 
Peaiy and his 


omrades had to seek shelter in- a 
ivity in an iceberg, where they were 
tormb'ound for thirty-six hours, and 
nd to kill a dog to satisfy their 
unger. 
The doctor complainin'g of his feet 
eccaning frozen, Peary offered him 
is own reserve pair of "kameks," 
dor duck skins made into stockings, 
ie native footwear in the region, 
his unselfishness, while saving the 
octor his 'feet; probably cost Peary 
is own. 
His toes were nffec'ted as 


he hours wore on, and «when he 
ealizecl that there was something 
rong it was too late to repair the

icir way to Fort Conger, Peary ol- 
eady helpless and being drawn along 
y his companions. In the glo'om of 
he Polar midnight they staggered

metically sealed and in ample quan- 


Lty, he had repacked and arranged 
or use in his own expeditions. 
At last he was out on the trail 
gain, strapped to his sledge, with 
lis crutches beside him, before he 
ould walk, and ere his wounded ex- 
remities had healed he was dogged- 
y trying to scalo tho slippery bluffs 
hat lead toward Cape He'cla.

ient Guild of Purbeck Marblers,' 
uid situated dn the little corner on 
the Isle of Purbeck, comes nearer t> 
ealizing the tenets of tlie socialism 
we hear preached so much today than 
nything else that ever has or does 
xist. 
Just how it came Into existence is 
louded in the mystery of 'time ant 
ost records, but there are many le- 
cnds as to the origin of the guild 
11 more <or less highly colored. 
The 


iost probable is tlialt it was first 
ranted its charter by Edward the 
onfessor, or Harold II, prior to tho 
oming of -William the Conqueror, 
or repulsing the Danes, -who several 
mes tried to invade England 'al* 
icir shores. 
The earliest record ex- 


ant, however, is the ratification of 
his charter by Edward VI in 1551. 
The peculiar rights this charter 
rants the Isle of Purbeck quarry- 
en, or "Marblers," as the ancient 
archmerits call them, are: 
That, 


r services rendered^ all rthe 'stone or 
arblc to be found in the Isle of Pur- 
eck is theirs and their descendants' 
ghtful heritage; that n'ono but 
embers of their Guild may take 
one from the Isle of Purbeck; nnd 
lrat none may join this guild but 


B original 
quarrymen and their 


escendants in perpetuity. 
This is only roughly stated, as the 
xrchment charters are most jealous- 


guarded, and may not be seen, by 


•ofane eyes, that is, by 'anyone not 
slonging to the guild; but it is suf- 
:lcnt to show that the Isle of Pur- 
eck quarrymen of today, ure and 
ust be, the direct desceudants of 
e men who first took the rock from 
e hillsides in .their section of 'the 
untiy before the dawn, 'of the Nor- 
nn conquest. 
Though again ratified in the reigns 
Elizabeth 'and Charles I, the char- 
r lias never received 'the royal sig- 
.ture sin'ce the time of James II.; 
t .by virtue of dts never having 
en annulled it holds as good today 
when it first came into operation. 
At the age 'of fourteen a quarry- 
an's son or sons begin to serve their 
prcnticeship, either undei* itheir 
ther or some other quarryman un- 
they nrs twenty-one, for not until 
ey have obtained their majority 
n they become freemen of the guild, 
hen they must buy their freedom, 


•hich, by ancient custom, a meet- 


g is held every Shrove Tuesday at 
e town hall, Corfe Castle, and the 
ice they have to pay for their free- 
Hi is six shillings and eight pence 
bout ?l-GO)i 'a quart of beer and a 
nny loaf. 
Having once obtained this freedom, 
e freeman can begin "on his 'own, 
nd he is privileged thenceforward to 
ke stone or marble from anywhere 
eneath the soil in the Isle of Pur- 
eck, so long as he pays for what he 
kes the nominal royalty originally 
ssessed. 
It does not matter upon 


hose estate he works; he can even 


1'in to uiiderrarne, if he so chooses, 


ny of the towns in the Isle of Pur- 
ick, and he cannot be stopped. For 
ntil the original character, or its 
ratifications, is annulled or revoked, 
c has the right of law on his side. 
iiat this is so -has been proved on 
everal occasions. 
Of course, for the general conveui- 
ice of the community no such ex-

simply paid no heed to them. Off 
went the landowner to London, took 
counsel and spent hundreds of dollars 
in having old records searched. But 
when foe at last returned home he 
said no more about it.

quarrymeu are still there. 


Every year tho agents of the land- 


owners make their rounds among the 
men taking stone from their estates 
and collect their royalties according 
to the quarrymen's books. 


In order to transport their stone 


the quarrymen are also allowed to 
make roads through any estate to tho 
main turnpike. 


About twenty or thirty, years ago 


t was attempted to bring strangers 
to work in tlhe quarries. 
The effort 


succeeded for a time, but only a short 
time. Ancient rights aiid privileges 
were asserted and the strangers had 
to go. It is the right of only quarry- 
men's sons to work in the quarries, 
and this must remain so until it is 
egislated by parliament otherwise.

"This strange brotherhood is of 


very ancient origin. It was in vogu 
nnd general practice at the time wlie 
the Jesuit priests entered that coun 
try for the purpose of establishin 
missions' nnd teaching the religioi 
of -their faith but a few years .ifte 
the conquest of Mexico, which, from 
the traditions of thes people, begaj 
as early as 1570. 
At that time th 


-Jesuits rather encouraged than dis 
sanded the practice, holding us up a 
nn example for them to follow th 
cross of their church, with the cruci 
fled Christ upon it.

The cruci- 
fixion, however, only takes place on a 
Friday, usually between the fourth 
and tenth days of March, corres- 
ponding to our Good Friday. 


"I shall never forget my first ex- 


perience -with the Penitcntes at La 
Xcina, a Mexican plaza near the pres- 
ent town of Del Norte, Col., in the 
ycnr 1872. 
I 'had already heard and 


seen the weeping1 and wailing of Mie 
Mexican men and women as the 
naked Penitentes were flngellntiiijj 
and whipping themselves on tlr.ir 
own bare backs with crnel scourges 
of oloe fibre and cactus plants. These 
were fashioned like the cat-o'-niue 
tails used in former days by slave 
drivers in punishing an 
offending 


slave. 


They grasped It in both 
hands, 


swinging it with all possible force, 
as each advancing step was made, 
first over the right, -then over the left 
shoulder, "bringing

escaped from their mouths -at each 
.blow -ns the Iflsli burled itself in the 


raw flesh of the sdf-imposed victi.

So we arose, hasti 
dressed, prepared mvd ate a scant 
breakfast, nnd putting a few piece 
of bread in our spacious pockets, -w 
hurried forth to the scene of actioj 
As we 'arrived at the pl-aaa we notice

rudely constructed cross into the litt 
adobe building that was being use 
as -n place of assembly. It was fille 
with men, women and children, a 
in the attitude of prayer and grsa 
;rief. There were a few chants of 
doleful sound. 
Then mass was sai 


by the priests, after which the entii 
populace began to move out, station 
.ng themselves on both sides of th 
trail, which led three-quarters of 
•mile away to the place of crucifixion 


'Directly a man from near the alta 


arose, took the cress upon his shou 
ders and bore it along, his body bend 
ing forward as if the burden was a 
most more than he could bear. Wit 
slow, wavering step he passed out o 
the church and moved along betwee 
the lines of people, who began the 
weeping and wailing and a constan 
msving of the body, which was hep 
up until the journey's end was reach 
ed. The cross was then planted i 
;he ground, the entire mass of peopi 
gathering around its base. The seli 
mpoaed victim then invited his com 
jndres (companions) lo lift him up I 
:he cross, where his arms were oui 
stretched, his hands absolutely naile 
:o the cross and his feet nailed to th 
standard of it.

Gil- 
more says that King's Mountain put 
Tarleton on the run and made York- 
town possible. 


At the close of the revolutionary 


wnr the Watauga 
settlement had 


widely extended its borders and con- 
tained a large and active population. 
It belonged -to North Carolina and 
the vast territory, comprising what 
is now the state of Tennessee, H9,- 
000,000 acres, -brought with its pos- 
session the obligation to baar a cor- 
respondingly large <part of the fed- 
eral debt. 
North 
Carolina 
didn't 


fancy this, find in June, 1784, ceded 
the land to the federal government. 
When the news of this act reached 
the settlers they realized that they 
wero practically without protection, 
as the countryhsd not been organized 
into a territory and the sovereignty 
of North Carolina had ceased to exist. 
They therefore determined to form a 
state government of their own and 
then apply for 
nd mission 
fo tlie 


union. They were bitter against the 
North Carolina government, which 
they thought had neglected them. 


Accordingly, in August, 1784, they 


called n convention, adopted a consti- 
tution, organized a state government 
nnd elected Sevier 
governor. 
The 


state was named in honor of Benjr.- 
miii Franklin, and while it lasted, 
mid for many years afterward, those 
who lived within its borders 
were 


called "Franks." 


In the meantime, before the ces- 


sion of the territory had been ratified 
by the federal government, the legis- 
lature of North Carolina met and 
hastened to undo what had been done 
at the former session. 
They even 


mado friendly overtures to the set- 
tlers, guaranteeing them n superior 
court and promising to organize 
militia and make Sevier 
brig-ad1 


general.

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MODERN.BOOK AGENT. ' 


The Latest Type of the Abused 


Salesman is a .Wonder—He 
Earns Large Salary. 


The book agent has made his ap- 


pearance in a new form. -He is wel' 
dressed nnd carries his stock with 
him in a suit case. His books are 
tales of travel and adventure, sucli 
as always interest boys, and when 
lie comes to a place where, ji'.iuimbei 
of youngsters nre at play he opens 
his case, shows the books, which are 
bound and illustrated to catch the 
fnncy of the boy, and usually makes 
a sale, declares the New York Tri- 
bune. 
: 


"It is only natural that the boofe 


canvasser should break out in new- 
style occasionally," said a large book 
publisher, "for ho has numerous and 
powerful competitors, and he must 
be moving1 to keep up with the pro- 
cession. 
The man selling books 01: 


the street is the only one of his kind 
today, but if his scheme is successful 
there will be others within a short 
time." 


There has been inuch improvement 


in the composition of the book can- 
vassing fraternity, according to the 
statements of the publishers, -and the 
prejudice against the man who has a 
book for sale is growing less. "Of 
course," said one publisher, "it wi 
take n long time before people will 
take down the signs in the hallways 
of public .buildings excluding- l)ook 
agents, but it will take n long time 
.to stop the mother-in-law jokes also. 
Book agents may have been bores 
and almost nuisances once upon 
a 


time, but the class has improved and 
the canvasser of today is usually a 
superior man, 
who combines 
the 


qualities of a salesman with more 
than average education. In the days 
when he was an objectionable visitor, 
who could not be insulted, and who 
came in by one door nfter having 
been shown, out of another, bis earn- 
ings.were small. 


"Today 
the 
average 
canvassei 


makes $3,000 a. year and there are 
Trmny msn in the business whose in- 
come is $12,000 or $15,000, 
Can- 


vassers have their regular custom- 
ers and go over the some route regu- 
larly, like men who travel for com- 
mercial housss. 
The canvasser is 


usually a 'commission man,' who re- 
ceives fpny in keeping with his sales. 
We may see him every day or we may 
not see him for months. He has no 
authority to use our name, and we 
are not bound by promises which he 
may make. We have a clause in our 
subscription contracts to -that effect, 
becnuse there are still some men in 
the business who need watching. The 
great trouble is that people do not 
always read the contracts which the 
book canvasser hands them to sign, 
and then when things go wrong they 
blame the publisher." 


The book agent or canvasser has 


usually hud experience in other lines 
of business, nnd many of tho men 
who have been successful in. tlint 
calling have failed 
in other voc"a- 


tions. "There is probably no line of 
business outside- of insurance," said 
tbe publisher, "in which one can find 
more elderly men who have been un- 
successful than in the book canvass- 
ing line. 
But many 
of them get 


down to work harder when they enter 
than they ever did before and they 
succeed. One man of this class makes 
expensive 
publications a specialty. 


He handles no book that costs less 
than $200 and from that figure up 
to the highest. He has a large trade 
and makes big money. 
There 
are 


many canvassers of that class who 
are known to the big publishers, and 
when they have something to put on 
the market they send for these men 
nnd agree on terms and know that 
the stock in question is as well as 
disposed of. The sign, 
'No Book 


Agents Allowed,' has no terror for 
these people. 
They go to the office 


of a busy lawyer or a Wall street 
broker with the assurance of a client 
or a customer; 
they are admitted, 


their story is listened to and they 
usually 
go nway 
with an order. 


There are hundreds of busy men in 
New York who love books and buy 
many, but never go to a book store. 
All 
their 
purchasers 
aro 
made 


through agents. 
They are known 


to the fraternity, hut it would -be 
useless for Brown to see a 'mau to 
•whom Jones usually sells, for these 
customers Tjelong' to the book sales- 
man. 
We saw this 
demonstrated 


recently. 
A man who had a good 


trade gave it up to take a place in an 
insurance company. He turned his 
list over to another man who was a 
good salesman, and a man of good 
address, but the trade did not take 
to him and his sales are nothing like 
those of his predecessor." 


The most conscientious book agent 


is tho woman. 
She attends to her 


•business closely and is usually suc- 
cessful. 
In the early days of can- 


vassing the woman who engaged in 
the business thouglit'it necessary to 
wear black, to havo a talc of woe, and 
to give • her customers a chance, to 
mix charity with 
business, 
Tlmt 


class of canvassers has grown less 
every year and it Is now almost' ex- 
tinct. The woman canvasser of to- 
day is usually a bright, clover nnd, 


in most instances, 'handsome woman, 
who makes customers no matter what 
the quality of the book she is selling 
may ba. The income of one of these 
women last year from commissions 
on books sold was more than §30,000. 


"The name of our calling Is against 


us," said a man who is known as one 
of thes uccessful sellers of subscrip- 
tion books. 
"Having a good book 


for sale and knowing- 
a man who 


wants just such a book is only half 
tbe -battle, because some people have 
a prejudice against a book 
agent 


which is so strong- that they will not 
admit one to the house. I sent my 
card to such a person recently. 
It 


was simply a visiting- card, and when 
the Ir.dy appeared and looked at me 
she said: 


" 'You are not a book agent, are 


you?' 


" 'Bo I look like" a book agent?' 
" 'Excuse me,' she said, apologeti- 


cally, and then I began to talk about 
my book. 


" 'I thought you said you were not 


a book agent.' 


is 'No, I simply asked if I looked 


like one, and -according to your no- 
tion of such people, I did not.' 


"Well, I sold the woman my book, 


and made a customer of her." 


The book agent who has a set of 


books on liis hands which a customer 
refused to take which he will sell for 
•InIf price, the man who in order to 
"get a good name on his book" will 
sell a $100 work for $20, and the 
agent who will agree to 
throw in 


another book free of charge just to 
mnke a sale, are among-' the people 
who make it hard for the better class 
of canvassers to do business.

£ A Sample of Justice as It is 
• 
Meted Out by the Magistrates 


J 
In That Land.

(New York Press.) 


Ordinarily the justice that demand 


"an eye for an eye and a tooth for 
tooth" does not prevail in Korea, an 
almost universally it has been tl. 
impression 
that Korean 
"justice 


meted out to and for foreigners is 
thin and watery affair, containin 
about as much justice as circus lein 
onade contains of lemon. That thi 
impression is erroneous is evider 
from the reports of the trial and con 
viction of the 
assassins of F. 


Brandon, a.young Englishman, tha 
have just reached tins country fror. 
Korea. In this case, at least, Korc 
has exacted fifty pairs of eyes for on 
and. teeth innumerable for those c 
the murdered mnn. 


Brandon was the assistant super; ;i 


tendent of a mine opei-ated by Ameri 
cans in the Ping Yang district, f.i\ 
in the interior. His post was at th 
mine and he had been stationed thi,: 
for months. He was thoroughly we 
up in the ways of the natives, spok 
their language, and, while he saw t 
it that there was no shirking and n 
•waste, he had managed to get alon 
without 
resorting 
to the 
bruta 


methods 
characteristic 
of 
othe 


European bosses on the peninsula 
The mine employes, with the excep 
tion of two American engineers an 
four Englishmen, were all natives 
The whites occupied quarters in co: 
mon ,while the natives made thei 
•huts where they would. The Eiig 
lishmen and Americans were we 
equipped with repeating rifles an 
revolvers and provided with ammun 
tion as for u siege, the camp being s 
remote from the coast. 


There had been no trouble of an 


sort at the time, and when the Amer 
icans and Englishmen expressed a de 
sire to go to Tabovie, the nearest set 
tlement, to take part in a native n 
ligious feast, Brandon unwisely gav 
them permission to go in a body, be 
lieving that he could manage the na 
tive workmen single-handed. A re 
ligious festival in Korea is. an occa 
slon of much drunkenness. 
Whe 


his white associates had gone tli 
native workmen decided to obsorv 
the feast themselves, and Brando 
reluctantly was compelled to give hi 
consent. 


Runners were sent to Tabovie for 


supply of native wliisky, and ou the 
return the camp proceeded -as fast a 
possible to get drunk. When, drun 
the native miners are a good psopl 
to keep at a. distance—if they Imppe 
to be in the majority, as they wei 
in this case. 
"Brandon saw troubl 


coming and weut to his quarters 
where the guns and ammunition wer 
kept, and there -he remained through 
out the day. At nightfall there wa 
not a sober workman within sound o 
Brandon's voice. Even the cook 
his mess had joined in tho generr 
spree, and the assistant superintend 
cnt went supperless to .his bunk 
Several times during the early par 
of the night he got up and stood out 
side the hut, and one of the native 
lias since testified that tho miner 
suspected him of an intention to stea 
away to Tabovie, get his white as 
sistants together and return .to pun 
ish them. He had no chance to g-e 
away unobserved, however, and at 1 
o'clock turned in for the night. 


It was late the next afternoon be 


fore the white men got back froi: 
Tabovie. They found the mine tie 
serted. 
Hurrying to the hut the- 


found Brandon stretched out deai 
upon the floor. His body had bee: 
•horribly mutilate;!. There were n. 
signs of a struggle in the plucs, s 
it was presumed that the drunken 
natives stole in upon him while h 
was asleep and crushed hie skull witl 
a blow. The stab wcnruls and ran 
Illation of the body were inflictei 
in the bunk, and it is now knowi 
that each of the natives engaged ii 
the raid jabbed his knife into thi 
deaci mm before leaving. The boch 
had been rolled out upon the floar tt 
enable the assassins to look behind ii 
for the assistant 
superintendent's 


valuables. Tho place had been rifled 
All the guns and ammunition hac 
been taken. 


Three of the white men started 


back to Tabovie at once to get ward 
of the crime out to the authovuies, 
•while the other three remained in tha 
camp to guard the body. 
Pendiii; 


the return of their companions, the 
three who were left in cnmp made 
good use of their time in looking for 
evidence that would fix the identity 
of the murderers. It had been rain- 
ing for some days, and in tho soft 
earth they had no difficulty in 1 
lowing the trail of the assassins fy,m 
the hut through the jungle to a, lit. 
tie valley, two miles from the mine, 
whore the families of the native 
workmen lived. That trail iu.ade it 
evident that Brandon had bean slain 
by his own men, and it told aJso that 
there were fifty to sixty persons in 
tho marauding party. 


They had collected a lot of evidence 


•when, three days later, a native 
magistrate arrived from Won Son. 
Ho was accompanied by twenty as- 
sistants—scribes and prosecutors an ft' 
executors—an tl A squad of native p'o- 
Kce. The white men mado known, to 


<..r- 
--•-,•,. 
A 


him tha result of their investigations 
and the native police ut once beg-an a 
re-investigation on lines suggested 
by the whites. In n little time they 
arrested sixty-one suspects, and took 
them into camp bound hand and foot 
with ropes. 


Next 
morning 
n platform w 


erected before Brandon's hut. 
three-legged stool was placed upon 
this, and then the magistrate's as- 
sistants clapped their hands antj 
shouted "Hoi yo!" and a command to 
the witnesses to "honor the court." 
The sixty-one prisoners were ranged 
in front of the hut, ond ths magis 
trate walked along the line, carryinj 
au European umbrella over his head 
while his assistants were opening th 
court. He frowned at,each prisone 
in turn, then mounted the platform 
and seated himself on the three- 
legged stool. 


Each of the prisoners, in additio 


to being bound hand and foot, had 
rope around his neck, and as his 
name was called he would be pulle 
out 
of line, 
thrown 
down an 


dragged by the neckrope to a positio. 
in front of the magistrate. 
He was 


compelled to grovel while under ex 
amination, and any attempt to raisi 
his head would be met with n. blow 
ut>on it by a bamboo staff in thi 
hands of a court attendant. 


Some of the prisoners, being mem 


hers of a. secret society and bound by 
oath, refused to testify- These re- 
calcitrants the magistrate hubjected 
to torture. 
T-hey were thrown upon 


their backs and bamboo poles inserte 
from opposite sides over one leg and 
underthe other, the legs being tight- 
ly bound at the ankles. While one 
court 
attendant held the wretch 


down, others 
would, throw thei 


weight upon the poles, causing him 
the most excruciating torture. 
Tho 


thongs which bound him cut into his 
flesh and the bones were fractured 
If he still remained obstinate, partial 
strangulation 
was 
resorted 
to 


Thongs were tightly drawn, around 
his throat and he was thrown aside 
to suffocate, while the examination 
of another suspect was begun. 


When ten of the suspects had sue 


cumbed under torture one of the na- 
tive miners made a confession, in the 
hope of meeting a more sudden, death. 
This man was Brandon's cook. He 
told of the miners' fear that Brando 
intended going to Tabovie for his 
white men to punish the drunken 
miners, and of a sudden decision by 
the native workmen to kill him to 
prevent him doing so. 


lie said that they had found the as- 


sistant superintendent asleep; tint 
one of them had killed him with a 
bar of iron, and that each of the 
others had then given him .1 knife 
thrust, so th.it .ill should be equally 
guilty and equally concerned in keep 
ing the identity of the murderers 
secret. He named the guilty men as 
far as he could, disclosing the iden- 
tity of fifty of them. One of these 
a Chinese miner, hnd suggested the 
murder, and he and the cook were 
sentenced tn be hacked to death 
which sentence was carried out on tin 
spot by the court, assistants and ir 
sight of the other prisoners. 


With the others named by tha cool- 


the magistrate was "more lenient,' 
for ihe reason that they had "only 
stuck their knives in a man already 
dead." So the merciful court decree: 
that they should slowly be strangle 
to rlenth; and they were, some of them 
so slov;ly that the end was prolonged 
for a week. 


All of the condemned bore theii 


punishment 
stoically, even those 


whose relatives could not afford to 
pay for a speedy end to their suff 
ings.

MAKING PERSIAN CARPETS. 


According to the London Graphic 


the British consul at Azerbaijan, in 
Turkey, says it is a most.interesting 
sight at that town to see the carpet 
.ooms at work. 
Eight or nine boys, 


whose ages range from eight te 
:welve, sit in serried rows at the 
ooms, and armed 
with, the wool, 


which they pull from reels suspended 
above them in their left hands, and 
a flat knife, crooked at -the point, in 
their right, dash, with three move- 
ments, the thread through the web- 
strings, hook.it into Che desired knot, 
and cut off the surplus ends, starting 
another knot before the spectator has 
realized what hns been done. 


Having been shown the design and 


coloring of the carpet -they are tc 
work for the first two or three feet 
these iboys rely on their memories for 
the remainder of their task, for on 
only two or three looms is the design 
of the carpet to be seen affixed, and 
Hum only its plain penciled drawing1. 
When Hearing complicated parts or 
medallions a boy, aged from twelve 
to fourteen, the foreman of the loom, 
who -has the design seemingly im- 
printed 'in his mi'ntl, walks up and 
down, 'calling out in a quaint, sing- 
song manner the number of stitches 
and -the colors of the thread to be 
used. 


A copy, of the famous carpet from 


the Mosque of Ardabil, which is TIOW 
at the South Kensington Museum, i:; 
being made by one firm. The design, 
flowering and coloring of the original 
are said to be unique, and here, al- 
though the boys were 'working with- 
out the design, and at the rate of 
from thirty to thirty-five stitches r, 
minute, a. careful comparison of th° 
hand-painted copy of the original 
showed the most minute attention in 
every detail. 


Nothing but hand-work is em- 


ployed in the manufacture of Persian 
carpets and rugs, and none but nat- 
ural or vegetable dyes fire used, and 
it is to this latter fact tliat Persian 
carpets and rugs are supposed to owe 
their reputation and lasting1 colors* 
although it is s.iirt that the se'crct of 
ilia beautiful dark blue dye used in 
the older days has been lost. 
The 


dyes in general used1 in Persia are 
coeliiii3.il, madder root, indigo yellow 
berries, yellow root, walnut and pom- 
egranate husks and gallnnt.

As I stood fora 
moment in front of a breaking regi- 
ment I saw no less than five men make 
for n loose cavalry horse •which came 
dashing up. All of them tried fomount 
him nt once, and nil went down in a 
Etruggling heap nnd kicked and struck 
each other with the utmost- vigor. The 
panic lent wings to some men, while 
•others were so overcomcthat they could 
only bobble away. 


"It's 
Lee's whole army! 
We are 


.•whipped! We are wiped out!" were the 
shouts heard on every hand, and the 
curses nnd appeals of the officers were 
wasted on the air. I saw a major, who 
was mounted on a horse withoutn sad- 
dle, strike half a down men with the. 
it at. of his sword and ride down others 
ns he tried to rally them, but not OUR 
of the men who received his blows even 
looked up nt him. It was a wild enough 
retren-t before, the confederates got -hold 
of the artillery, but when they hnd 
turned 35 or 20 of our guns upon 
us, ii ml 
the 
bursting shells were 


following us up, it was a stampede like 
ihc rush of a herd of cattle. Here and 
there n man fell down and cried out in 
piteous tones, but no mm halted. Tn- 
slencl of dodging (he tentp nml cnmp- 
fires, the fugitives .lumped against or 
over them. The panic spread bnek to 
the Sixth corps, which was in the rear of 
nil, and diplomacy saved 
the men 


from breaking away. They were or- 
dered forward to check the. enemy nnd 
cover the, retreat, and, nrtion 
saved 


them. When the panic .strickoii soldiers 
had reached Middle town, five miles 
jiway, (hey began to grow ashamed of 
themselves nnd to halt. One of the very 
men who hnd led in the flight Middenly 
turned about and began shouting: 


"Halt, ye cowards! 
Before Ood. but 


ye nl! deserve to be shot- in ycr tracks 
for bringing such u disgrace on the 
flag!" 


Men began to form squads nnd com- 


panies, nnd pretty soon there was a 
general i-liiiiior to be led back against 
the enemy. The trouble- was that nine 
men out of ten had left their arms in 
enmp or thrown them awny on the 
Toad, nnd they had nothing to fight 
with. Of the, 200 of us who "fell in" on 
the main street of the village, not ten 
had carbines or muskets. Had 3-'arly 
continucd tn push along, he must have 
made a complete route of it. His orders 
were, to advance, but his men fell out 
by the hundreds to plunder the union 
camps, nnd by and by he was so weak 
that the Sixth corps could hold him. 
From ten o'clock in the morning until 
three in the afternoon the broken regi-

The fleeing confederates 


fairly dogged the highway against us 
u i t h the stuff they threw awny, nnd 
muskets, carbines, sabers, knapsacks 
nnd stores were gathered up by the 
wagon load.

through pnuic, and lost again from tho 
same- cause. At ten o'clock Early had 
every federal camp in his possession, 
together with over 100 wagon^ 2,01)0 
horses, 5,000 stands of arms and 2-1 field 
pieces. 
Jle hnd ;ilso captured nearly 


n thoii.ennd prisoners. At live, o'clock in 
the nfterncon he was scattered 
and 


broken, and flying for his life, with the 
loss of everything which could

fli row n awny or abandoned. Xearly 
every confederate prisoner taken was 
either laughing or crying in the hys- 
teria of panic.

ciety? 
If the former, they are en- 


titled 1o the same treatment as other 
articles ot commerce «nd general use. 
H the latter, then their regulation be- 
longs exclusively to the police 
and 


sanitary authorities aided 
by 
the 


courts. They cannot be both. That 
alcohol, ns it exists in fermented and 
distilled liquors, is :v positive proto- 
plasmic, poison, directly 
impairing 


every natural structure and function 
of the living body in proportion 
to 


the quantify used, and ihe lenylh of 
time its use is continued is proved 
by the. results of every experimental 
investigation concerning it, instituted 
by eminent, scie.ntinc men, both in 
•this country and Europe. 


"And their verdict is 
abundantly 


confirmed by the history and condi- 
tion ol' the inmates of every asylum 
for the poor, the feeble-minded, (he 
epileptics, the insane and the inebri- 
ates; those o£ every reformatory and 
prison; and by tin; records of every 
police and criminal court; and by (lie.
